SOON TO BE FREE 


Supreme Court Reverses Verdict in 


Case of Former Auditor of 


State Now in Prison 


HE MAY NEVER BE TRIED AGAIN 


Indianapolis, Nov. 16.—The supreme 


court today reversed the decision of 
the lower court by which David E. 
Sherrick, former auditor of state, was 
sent to the penitentiary for an Inde- 
terminate sentence of from two to 
fourteen years charged with embez- 
zlement of the state's funds. 


Orders » New Trial. 


The detislon of the court orders a 


new trial of the case, Sherrick has 
been in the penitentiary at Michigan 
City for several months. 


He will be brought back to Indian- 


apolis and held subject to the order 
of the criminal court. He probably 
will be released on bond. 


The court holds that Sherrick did 


not embezzle state 
money, as the 


money belonged to the insurance com- 
panies and not to the state. Judge 
Hadley handed down th« opinion. 


The clerk of the supreme court will 


certify the supreme court's decision 
to the clerk of the 
Marlon 
county 


criminal court where 
Sherrick was 


convicted. He will enter It of record 
on the court docketHhere and the case 
will stand as It did originally as If for 
trial. 


The court will then send an order 


to Michigan City, ordering the warden 
to send Sherrick to Indianapolis. Sher- 
rick will come to this city under guard 


as he will still be under the jurisdic- 
tion of the criminal court. When ho 
arives in Indianapolis a new bond will 
be provided for him, doubtless, and 
he will be at liberty tinder this bond. 


May Never Be Tried Again. 


If the reversal seems to the county 


prosecutor to be based on such funda- 
mental grounds as would make it prac- 
tically impossible to obtain a convic- 
tion at a retrial of Sherrick, he will 
probably recommend to the judge that 
the case be dismissed. If this is done 
and the case dismissed, Sherrick will 
be absolutely free. 


The forced resignation of David E. 


Bherrfck as auditor of state was de- 
manded and received September 14, 
1905, about the middle of the after- 
noon. Governor Hanly appqlnted War- 
ren Blgler, of Wabasb, as Sherrick's 
successor. 


Rumors bad rw.£tiOd tho governor 


that Sherrick had been using the 
money of ths state for private pur- 
poses, and th» governor demanded an 
accounting on October 1, tho end of 
the fiscal quarter.

came around Sherrick wrote to tho 
governor, 
telling him 
where 
the 


money was Invested. The governor 
had evidence, too, of certain gambling 
escapades of Sherrick «t French Lick.

New York, Nov. Ifi.—The trial of the 


American Sugar Refining 
company, 


charged by Indictment with

Central railroad In the spring of 1903 
amounting to $26,000 was begun to- 
day before Judge Holt.

suited that with a view of allaying 
the anticipated storm of protest upon 
the part of the reactionists, the pro- 
jected Jewish reforms will not give 
the Jews full equality, nor permission 
for them to spread through the coun- 
try and acquire the lands of tho peas- 
ants, but they will have the right to 
live everywhere Inside the pale, in the 
country as well as In the cities and 
the restrictions Imposed on Jewish 
merchants and artisans will be re- 
vised, including granting them per- 
mission to dwell outside the 
pale. 


The article reviews the Jewish prob- 
lem since it was acquired, with Po- 
land, 130 years ago. It declares that 
the forcible concentration within the 
palo of five million Jews or 11% per 
cent of the population, has proved a 
failure and has not 
prevented the 


most dangerous elements, the Jewish 
Intelllgencia and plutocracy, from pen- 
etrating into Russia over tho golden 
bridge, while poverty has stricken the 
residue. The pale, the article asserts. 
forms nn accumulator in which the 


revolutionary energy of the 
Jewish 


proletariat lias been 
developed, ad- 


ding: 


"Men 
who are condemned to live on 


one herring and two potatoes a week 
cannot bo expected to understand the 
benefits or obligations of citizenship. 
I/oyalty stops where famine 
begins. 


A full equalization of the Jews with 
the Russian population, however, ia 
impossible at present, because 
the 


Jewish masses within the pale are in a 
state of revolutionaTy white heat and 
would carry 
the 
torch of sedition 


through tho whole of the interior. 
It 


must await tho Ilnal solution of the 
agrarian question, which would pre- 
vent the Jews through the money pow- 
er, from acquiring the land of the Im- 
poverished peasantry and 
restoring 


the state of servitude. But without 
waiting for the convocation of parlia- 
ment the Jews must be granted the 
right to live everywhere within the 
pale and the regulations 
governing

and privileges of the 


Jews in the interior provinces must 
be revised. 
Too long has the prob- 


lem been bandied about from commis- 
sion to commission until it has as- 
sumed Its present acute, inflammatory 
character, -which is finding expres- 
sions, on the one side with the bomb 
of the Jewish anarchist and on the 
other side by anti-Jewish excesses."

do that his resignation was asked for 
and received. 


All Money Was Made Up. 


Sherrick was charged 
with being 


about $145,000 short in his accounts. 
This money was made up. 
All but 


about $29,000 was raised on the se- 
curities that Sherrick had in his pos- 
session. This much was made up by 
Sherrick's friends, just before his case 
came to trial. 


Sherrick was arested September 29, 


1905, on a grand 
jury 
indictment 


charging 
him 
with 
embezzlement, 


grand larceny and conspiracy to com- 
mit a felony. W. S. Wlckard, of this 
city, who had borrowed about $50,000 
from Sherrick, was arrested at the 
same time, this warrant charging him 
with conspiracy. 
His 
rnse 
Is still 


pending. Sherrick and Wlckard were 
both Indicted and several counts of 
each indictment quashed. 


Sherrick was released on bond ami 


his case was called to trial March f>. 
3906, James E. McCullough sitting as 
special Judge. 


In the meantime Daniel E. Storms, 


secretary of state, had bocn forced to 
resign under fire. 
Governor Hanly 


• named Fred Sims ,IK his successor. 
Ouster proceedings 
that 
had 
been 


brought against Storms wore dropped 
nnd he went west. 


Sherrick was jirnsi;cutcd under sec- 


tion 3S!) of the criminal code. 


What Harris Discovered. 


From the beginning of the case, 


Sherrlck's lawyers have contended 
that Inasmuch as ho was not legally 
chargeable with the collection of the 
Insurance taxes and fees, he was not 
responsible to the mate for these fees, 
but took them In the capacity of nn 
agent for .the Insurance companies. 
After Sherrick was first Indicted, Ad- 
dlson C. Harris, one of hlH attorneys, 
in Investigating the laws under which 
the Sberrlck arrest, was made, found 
that the law with reference to the In- 
surance 
taxes 
provided 
that such 


taxes should be paid "Into the treas- 
ury of the state" and did not say that 
they should he paid Into the treasury 
through the auditor. 
This informa- 


tion was new. 
For years back the 


state auditors had been collecting the 
insurance taxes, nnd thought they 
•were doing -what the law required. On 
the back of the tax statements that 
bad been sent to the insurance com- 
panies, year after year, was the infer- 
ential direction to pay the money to 
the auditor. 
This sentence on the 


back of the statement purported to be 
taken from the tax laws and it was 
cot until Mr. Harris dug the matter 
up that it became known that the 
taxes were to be paid "into the state 
treasury." 


Ground of Conviction. 


The state contended that, though 


Sherrick had not received these taxes 
by virtue of his office, he had received 
them under color of his office, and 
that his responsibility for them was 
fixed. He had coiiected money that 
belonged to the state; this money he 
had misused, henco he was guilty of 
the embezzlement of state funds— 
such was the contention of the state, 
both in the first trial and in the argu- 
ment before the supreme court. 


Special Judge McCullough accepted 


the Btate's view of the case and so 
Instructed the jury. 


Thorp was <.;m-.r. 'ovl;lcnca during 


the trial that Sherrick had retained 
Bcmc insurance fees ns well as the in- 
surance tax 
money. 
No definite 


amount was mined. It In for the re- 
tention of such fees that Sherrick 
now can be tri<nl asiin. Lawyers dif- 
fer as to whether such a trial could 
secure conviction, fihcvrick will be 


brought to Indianapolis probably to- 
morrow. 


SHERRICK GLAD TO HEAR IT. 


Former Auditor Says Right Thing Ha* 


Been Done.

1C.— 


David E. Sherrick was working on the 
prison farm today when notified that 
the supreme court had reversed his 
case and that he would be freed prob- 
ably. "I thought the right thing would 
be done," said he. "No one lost a dol- 
lar by me or by my action as auditor. 
I am glad to hear the result." 


Warden Reed said he would formal- 


ly notify Sherrick as soon as the de- 
cision of the court had been certified 
to him and ho had received Instruc- 
tions to take Sherrick to Indianapolis.

THE DEATHS 


GROVER. 


Benjamin Grover, long a weil known 


and respected farmer 
of 
Jefferson 


townehip. died Thursday afternoon at 
the advanced age of 81 years. In his 
early days Mr. Grover 
had been a 


sailor, and though he left the sea in 
1845, across his mental vision in his 
dying moments came again the pic- 
ture of the dangers of the deep, and 
his last uttered words were of the 
perils of the sea which he had faced 
sixty years ago. 


Mr. Grover was a native of Massa- 


chusetts, the son ot a sea captain and 
himself followed the sea for several 
years. In 1843 the ship of which he 
was mate was wrecked off Cape Cod. 
Mass., and the few members of the 
crew who 
escaped, 
Grover among 


them, were picked up by a 
British 


man-of-war after having drifted about 
for several days upon pieces of the 
wreckage. 
Soon after his rescue ho 


determined to quit the sea and take 
up farming, and In 1SC.3 he came to 
Indiana, locating In* Jefferson 
town- 


ship, where the remainder of his life 
was spent.

causer! Ward's death but the heavy 
fall to the floor that followed it. They 
claim that the floor was not sufficient- 
ly padded. Others assert that the ter-

Ward 


caused his collapse and death. He had 
just risen from the door after taking 
a count of nine seconds following a 
hard swing on his jaw. Lewis swung 
again to his jaw and Ward dropped 
to (he lloor and was unconscious when 
the count of ten was finished. 
Physi- 


cians were called but he 
relapsed 


again into a camatose condition and 
was taken to the hospital where h'j 
died. James and Andy 
Ward, 
the 


dead boxer's brothers, accompanied 
him to tho hospital nnd spint 
the 


night at bis bedside. 


Death Due to Concussion. 


At the conclusion of the post mor- 


tem Dr. Hilliker, who conducted it, 
announced the death due to concus- 
sion of the brain. He found a blood 
clot at the base of tho brain at the 
point where Ward struck the floor. 
Dr. Hlllikpr said nothing else 
was 


found which might 
have 
been tho 


cause of death. 


A coroner's Jury to Inquire into the

Ing.

Tho waterworks reservoir on the 


Bouthside will be drained next week 
in order to Insure that, the work of 
repairing It can be taken up as early 
i nthe spring as weather conditions 
will permit. 


This was determined upon a day 


or.two ago by the board of public 
works nnd the members have been 
waiting to seo whether or not the 
new southsldo pumping station would 
come up to expectations so that a 
good supply of water can be assured 
when the basin is empty. 


As soon as the water Is out meas- 


urements will be made and an esti- 
mate of the probable cost of repairs 
will he prepared and bids can then 
be asked on the contract which, can 
be considered during tbe winter.

take up his official duties could not 
be compelled to give such information. 


Senor Nabuco States Position. 


The purser of the Baltic reported to 


the immigration inspectors that his 
manifest was incomplete owing to the 
ambassadors refusal. 
Immigration 


Inspector H. T. Marshall then en- 
deavored to secure answers to the 
questions through Mr. Chermant, the 
secretary of the Brazilian 
embassy, 


who 
accompanied 
Senor 
Nabuco. 


Seuor Nabuco again refused. He was 
then told that the German and Brit- 
ish ambassadors had given the de- 
sired information when they arrived. 


Concerning the incident Mr. Nabu- 


co said: "I answered ever}' question 
which I believed would add to the ne- 
cessary 
statistical governmental in- 


formation, but when it comes to ask- 
ing questions regarding 
my 
beliefs 


and opinions it is different. I am not 
a visitor to this country In the implied 
senso of tho word. I am here as the 
representative of another power and 
and as such I am to a certain ex- 
tent the guest of this nation. This is 
the ground I take and for this reason 
alone I refused tx> answer certain of 
those questions. There Is no friction 
over tho affair and I would like that 
nothing be said regarding it." 


Root Cuts Red Tape. 


Washington. Nov. 16.—Upon being 


unofficially informed of the 
circum- 


stances attending the landing of the 
Brazilian ambassador, Senor Nabuco, 
in New York harbor, brought about by 
his refusal to answer 
certain ques- 


tions. Secretary Root promptly com- 
municated with the 
department of 


commerce and 
labfcr and requested 


that the necessary instructions be tel- 
egraphed to the collector of New York 
to extend immediately tho courtesies 
of the port to the ambassador and his 
secretary. 


Officials of tho department of com- 


merce and labcr expressed 
chagrin 


when they learned that nil inspector

people have been slow, as they were in 
the case of automobilism, to take the 
same interest In aerial navigation us 
other European nations, the enthusiasm 
which they are now displaying1 was man- 
ifested by a large and interested audi- 
ence which assembled yesterday at the 
Royal United Service institution to lis- 
ten to a Uctve on "recent progress In 
aerial navigation," by Colonel J. D. Ful- 
lerton, of the royal engineers. 
Major B. 
F. S. Baden-Powell occupied the chair. 
In the course of the lecture Colonel 
Fullerton said great progress had re- 
cently been made toward solving the 


! problem of aerial navigation, and It be- 


hooved Englishmen to keep abreast of the 
times. 


Other countries were giving particular 
attention to the subject and 'England 
must do the same. The "soaring" bal- 
loon was never likely to be of any prac- 
tical use and the "driving" wa» a qu«s- 
lon of tha future. 
Future Battle* In Air. 
Fuel to supply the driving force pre- 
sented a difficulty which no inventor so 
far had overcome successfully. At pres- 
ent oil appeared best for 
aeronautical 


•work, as It was safe, had good heat 
value and could be easily handled. The 
motor was a. machine devised to utilize 
the power of the fuel to the best advan- 
tage. In conclusion the lecturer said: 
"There Is no doubt whatever that aerial 
ships will play an important part in fu- 
ture wars. It is consequently most desir- 
able that this country should at once 
take steps to Insure a suitable aerial 
force being ready when the time for the 
struggle' arrives, and I suggest that a 
royal commission be appointed to report 
after careful Inquiry as to whether there 
IB now a reasonable chance of solving the 
problem of flight." 
Great Lifting Power. 
Sir Hiram Maxim, who opened the dis- 
cussion, said: 
"In my experiments I have found the 
lifting power of tho aeroplane at high 
sr-';d to be much greater than has ever 
been suspected. My own experience tells 
me there cannot be any question of the 
future of the flying machine. It is com- 
ing whether, -we like it or not. 
"Other nations 
are 
spending large 
sums of money In making experiments, 
and we must do the same, otherwise tvc 
will be left out In tho cold; Our knowl- 
edge can only come from practical experi- 
ment. In some of my tests I have found 
tho power of the wind on tho machine 
to be many times greater toan had been 
supposed." 
Colonel Baylls said It had always oc- 
curred to him that the marvelous lifting 
power of tho bird should make It our 
model. > 
Colonel Capper, R. E.. who Is head of 
the balloon works at Aldershot. Joined 
in the discussion by remarking: 
"Therp 
Is one remarkable thing I have discovered 
through ballooning. This Is you can see 
tho channels In a river as clearly when 
you aro in th« air as when In a small 
boat. 
For marine surveying I think 
something in the way of a flying machine 
or dirigible balloon will be exceedingly 
useful."War Problems of Futur«. 
Major 
Baden-Powell remarked 
thot 
every nation was now studying balloon- 
Ing. 
The French had :i long start In th» 
attention they had paid to the Rubject, 
but the Germans wcro not tor behind 
them, with Count Zephclin.. In fact, no 
fnr advanced were ^hcso nations wit!

John Jacob Astor's 
architects 
and 


builders did not stop at outer appear- 
ances. 


To make the ten 
hundred 
guests 


that the Knickerbocker can accommo- 
date feel that they are securely as 
well as luxuriously housed, the fire- 
proofing of the new hotel was made 
one of the principal features. 
This 


idea has been so completely carried 
out that should a blaze break out In 
r-ny room, It would simply burn up 
the Inflammable material there and 
then die out. 
The floors and parti- 


tions of hollow-tile 
form 
bulwarks 


through which flre and smoke cannot 
pass. The steel frame work is encased 
In terra cotta to prevent warping from 
flre or sudden collapse from the ef- 
fects of the corrosion. 


In fact, the perfection of the steel 


and hollow-tile 
construction 
makes 


the whole building so nearly unbnrn- 
able that there is no danger of a guest 
waking up to find that his only choice 
lies between being roasted alive or a 
leap from the fourteenth or fifteenth 
story. Evidently, the day of the hotel 
fire trap is passing, for every new 
hotel must keep up with the standard 
set by such buildings as the Knicker- 
bocker.

Victim and Accused in a North Woods' Tragedy.

Herkimer, 
N. Y., Nov. 16.—Many 


sensational developments are looked 
for in the trial here ot Chester Gil- 
lette, charged with the murder of 
Grace Brown, his sweetheart, at Big 
Moose Lake last July. 


Not In many years has there been 


so much interest taken in a murder 
case in central New York as in this, 
especially since no intimation of what 
line of defense is to be taken up in the 
prisoner's behalf has been given to the 
public. The district attorney does not 
know what kind of a defense he will 
be compelled to meet and Gillette's 
lawyers refuse to talk about it. 


Three theories are advanced—sui- 


cide, accident or Insanity. The chief 
theory is that ot suicide. It is stated 
that one of Gillette's attorneys has a 
letter written by Grace Brown, in 
which she intimated she might end 
her life. 


If the accident theory is put forth 


as .n, defense, Gillette's lawyers 
will 


try to show that Miss Brown fell Into 
the water and Gillette, falling In an 
effort to save her, fled through fear of 
being suspected.. 
; 


If the insanity plea is adopted, it is 


said that there are peculiar streaks in 
Gillette's ancestry that can be shown. 
His parents are said to have given 
their property over to John Alexander 
Dowie and became converts to his 
creed, which, in the opinion of many 
persons, is an indication of unsound 
mentality. 


For the prosecution the district at- 


torney declares he has sufficient ev- 
dence to convict Gillette of murder. 
Judge Devendorf will preside at the 
trial. 
District Attorney Ward will 


prosecute and A. M. Mills and Charles 
D. Thomas will conduct the defense. 


It Is said the attorneys for the pris- 


oner will demand that the trial be 
held in some other county, on 
the 


ground that it will be impossible for 
Gillette to get a fair trial in Herkimer 
county, where public opinion has been 
somewhat moulded. 


Chester Gillette and Grace' Brown 


were sweethearts in Cortland. N. Y. 
They arranged for a visit to the Adi- 
rondacks and left Deruyter on July 8. 
It Is asserted that Miss Brown said 
she and Gillette were to be married.

Arriving in Utica they registered at 


a hotel under the name of Charles 
Gordon and wife, and the following 
day went to Tupper lake. A trip was 
made to Big Moose, where the couple 
stopped at the Glenmore hotel, Gil- 
lette registering as Carl Graham, of 
Albany, and Grace Brown under her 
own name. The couple started out in 
a boating trip on the lake, but neither 
returned to the hotel that night. The 
next morning an upturned boat was 
found in the lake and on July 12 the 
body ot Jlisn Brown was discovered 
in the lake. 


It wa« 
thought both 
had been 


drowned and search was made for the 
missing "Carl Graham." It was learn- 
ed that Chester Gillette was missing 
from Cortland and had been seen with 
Grace Brown. Gillette was arrested at 
Arrow Head inn on July 14. He de- 
nied all knowledge that Grace Brown 
had been drowned, but later asserted 
it was an accident.

SETTLE TROUBLE OVER AN 


ITALIAN LABOR FJfll 


III TIIEJflUTH 


Case Arising Out of White 


Slavery Adjusted by 


Diplomacy. 


Washington, Nov. 16.—After months 


of negotiation the Italian embassy has 
finally succeeded In effecting a satis- 
factory settlement of the labor trou- 
bles at Marion, N. C.. which culminat- 
ed in a riot on May 14 in which two 
Italian laborers were killed, five oth- 
erg wounded and hundreds of Italian 
workmen were driven into the moun- 
tains. 


The Italian laborers involved in the 


trouble were employed by the Spruce 
Pine Carolina company, which was en- 
gaged in laying tracks for the South 
and Western Railway company. Be- 
fore the pitched battle in which the 
Italians were killed and wounded, fre- 
quent rumors reached Washington of 
wrongs Italian laborers were Buffering 
In the camps near Marion. It is sai'J 
that the men were held practically in 
bondage, were locked in their shanties 
at night and prevented from collecting 
money due them. 


Demanded Tholr Right*. 


Finally a large number of the Ital- 


ian laborers demanded their wages 
and announced that they were going 
to leave. Charges of various 
sorts 


were preferred against them and state 
officers visited the camp with a num- 
ber of citizens to investigate the situ- 
ation. 
The investigators arrived in 


the night and went to the house where 
the Italians were quartered. A mis- 
understanding 
followed 
and 
shots 


were exchanged. Although it is con- 
ceded that some of the Italian laborer? 
fired into the ranks of officers and cit- 
izens and one of the citizens was hurt. 


two of tit* laborer* were killed while 
flve of their companions were Injured 
and other* chased into the mountains. 


Several of the Italian workmen were 


arrested and charged with provoking 
the riot At this time the Italian em- 
bassy In this city began a thorough 
Investigation of the troubles. 
Com- 


plaints were filed with the state de- 
partment that the Italians were not 
being dealt with justly as the local 
courts In North Carolina were said to 
be wholly under the Influence of the 
railway. 
The department of justice 


took an active interest in the case and 
the result was the discharge of the 
Italians under arrest and the filing of 
charges of peonage against the com- 
pany which employed the men. 


• Compromise Effected. 


The Italian charge, Mr. Montagna. 


was consulted by representatives ot 
the company and a compromise was 
effected whereby the corporation paid 
damages to the families of the two 
men who were killed and made a sat- 
isfactory settlement with the Italians 
who were injured in the riot. 
The 


Spruce Pine Carolina company was 
succeeded by the Meadows company 
in the construction 
work 
and 
has 


given the Italian embassy assurances 
that workmen shall not suffer further 
mistreatment. 
For a long time the 


Italian authorities have not permitted 
any laborers to be sent to the North 
Carolina railroad work and at present 
there are ocly 200 Italians near Ma- 
rion. But a few days ago the Italian 
officials who are looking after the in- 
terest of laborers coming to this coun- 
try were instructed to again send Ital- 
ian subjects into North Carolina ar.J 
it is expected that the work there 
will soon be pushed forward again by 
neapolitans. 


Charges of peonage are still pend- 


ing against the Spruce Pine Carolica 
company, but 
the corporation has 


ceased to exist as such and since the 
recent troubles have been satisfacto- 
rily settled the Italian embassy Is cot 
disposed to make further trouble for 
the officers of that company.

"You made no objection to his re- 


ceiving women visitors?"

Senator Platt is a great, 


statesman and he knew lots of people 
who had to consult him about bust' 
nesa, and I never thought it was for 
me to question his visitors. One day I 
found Mrs. Jaueway with him in his 
room. 
That was before they were 


married and I said, 'Senator, is it right 
for you to receive a woman this way?"

He had a great 'deal of Influence and 
he had Just transferred an engineer 
friend of mine on one of the roads; 
he was always transferring engineers, 
or conductors or policemen or any 
other friends of mine whom I wanted 
accommodated In some way." 


Mrs. LaMonte was very Frank in 


telling of her distinguished lodger.

I cannot answer 
those questions, for it would be too 
long a tale to tell in an interview of 
a few minutes. All I can say is I 
have absolute confidence in the sin- 
cerity of the men ot the north, and 
Cuba therefore soon again will be 
free and independent—that is, if the 
Cubans, turning from 
the error of 


their ways, shall unite and so conduct 
themselves as to regain their credit 
lost abroad. That this should have 
occurred Is the more deeply to be de- 
plored because we had and still have 
a good indoraer in our faithful friend, 
tho United States government, which 
wo compromised by our tolly."

Bandits Play a Stick-Up 


G-ame in Frisco, Shoot- 


ing Into Crowd. 


San Francisco, Nov. 16.—Two men 


are dead and two others dying as the 
result of a pistol duel last night In the 
attempted holdup of a saloon by two 
masked robbers. 


Shortly before midnight two men 


with handkerchiefs over their faces 
and revolvers In their hands entered 
the saloon of John O'Connell at Sixth 
and Brannan streets. All the inmates 
complied with the order to hold up 
their hands given by the masked men 
except George O'Connell, a retired 
and pensioned police officer, who drew 
his revolver and commenced shooting 
at the robber near the Sixth street 
entrance. 
Seeinp- tue gun flash in 


O'Connell's hand, the two robbers be- 
gan firing at the plucky ex-policeman 
and patrons of the saloon at almost 
the same moment. When the smoke 
cleared away, four men were lying on 
the floor of the saloon, three of them 
dying and the fourth seriously injured 
—O'Connell with two bullets in his 
chest, Stephen Lynch, twice shot in 
the abdomen; Louis Delatour, with his 
jaw torn away by a 
bullet, and 


Michael Kennedy, shot in tho ear. 


From the Sixth street door a trail of 


blood led across the street to the 
sidewalk opposite the saloon where 
was found one of the robbers with the 
mask still on, dead with two bullets 
fired by O'Connell in the chest. The 
second robber escaped. 
The dead 


man was Identified as Frank Burke, an 
ex-convict. 


O'Connell died soon 
after 
being 


taken to the Central Emergency hos- 
pital, where it is said that Lynch and 
Delatour, both laborers, cannot recov- 
er. 


John Byrne was arrested at an early 


hour this morning believed to be the 
other robber. He answers the descrip- 
tion of the second man engaged in the 
hold-up. A revolver with two empty 
cartridges that had been recently fired 
was found under his bed.

More than 1,800 Immigrant agencies 


have been abolished, or will be done 
away with, as a result of a recent rul- 
ing of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. This action has been a se- 
vere blow to the western roads and 
will greatly reduce passenger traffic 
from this part of the country. It will 
be necessary to completely reorganize 
the immigration department of every 
railroad in the country- 


Passenger traffic managers of every 


western road will meet in Chicago 
some time next -week to devise some 
plan to carry on the work of the im- 
migration department 
in accordance 


with the rules of the 
commission. 


Just how this will be accomplished Is 
still a puzzle to most railroad authori- 
ties, and it will 
likely be several 


months before the officials get things 
to running smoothly In this 
depart- 


ment again. 


In addition to reducing the passen- 


ger business of the railroads all over 
the country, it Is believed the ruling of. 
the commission will seriously 
affect 


business and the development of the 
southwest. 
During the past year the 


Rock Island 
system 
alone 
placed 


more than 22,000 immigrants in the 
northwestern part of Texas and if the 
railroads experience any difficulty in 
the reorganisation of the immigration 
department this number will be re- 
duced by many thousands Instead of 
being increased. 


Jt is estimated that there are more 


than 18,000 Immigrant agents In this 
country employed chiefly by the west- 
ern roads. Of this number the ma 
jority of the agents are located in the 
eastern part, of the 
United 
States. 


The interstate commerce commission 
ruled that these agencies were illegal 
and that it would be necessary tor the 
railroads to abolish all such offices.
